^he  ordination  of  Francis  cAshury  as  the  first 
bishop  of  oAmerican  o^ethodism  is  of  deep  sig- 
nificance to  both  Qhurch  and  S^^^^^-  "So  the 
Qhurch  it  meant  independence,  and  increased  effi- 
ciency, ^0  the  Si(^t^  ii  brought  the  personal  and 
ojficial  influence  which  cAsbury  exercised  for  nearly 
half  a  century  upon  the  pioneer  communities  of 
the  '^^public,  giving  them  not  only  a  most  distinct 
religious  momentum,  but  hedging  them  about  with 
social  restraints,  Ivhich  feebly  enforced  statutes 
could  not  have  maintained  long.  It  has  been 
claimed  for  1jl)esley  that  he  had  a  genius  for  organ- 
ization as  marked  as  that  of  '^^chelieiL  ^he 
same  may  be  said  of  c^sbury.  Order  U'as  his 
passion.  It  was  natural,  therefore,  that  he  should 
show  marked  skill  as  an  administrator,  ^l}fistorians 
will  base  their  final  estimate  of  him  not  upon  his 
preaching,  not  even  his  sainthood,  but  upon  his  out- 
standing qualities  of  leadership,  ^\Ke  allvays  led 
the  way;  he  would  not  ask  his  preachers  to  do 
anything  which  he  would  not  do  himself,  bishop 
cAsbury  was  not  li}(e  a  general  U^atching  a  dress 
parade,  but  as  one  in  the  forefront 
of  the  fray.
